Died  October  16,  1918 
The  announcement  of  Miss  Dutnell's 
deaCh  ■was  made  in  the  February  num- 
ber of  The  Bulletin.  From  her  sister. 
Miss  Ethel  M.  Dutnell,  Kent,  Ohio,  the 
following  sketch  of  her  life  has  been 
received: 

She  was  born  in  North  Olmsted, 
Ohio,  on  March  3,  1836.  5he  gradu- 
ated from  Elyria  High  School,  June, 
1905.  Then  she.  taught  school  four 
years  in  rural  districts.  After  gradu- 
ating from  Ohio  University  she  taught 
in  the  Elyria  public  schools  until  1917. 
In  September  of  that  year  she  entered 
Baldw^in- Wallace  College  at  Berea, 
Ohio.  Sister  enjoyed  that  year  and 
the  summer  term  very  much.  Isabella 
was  in  college  just  t^vo  w^eeks  and 
three  days  of  the  fall  term  when  she 
suddenly  passed   av^ray.  "

VICTORIA  ARPEE 

Class   of    1918 

Victoria  Agnes  Arpee  'was  born  in 
Constantinople,  Turkey,  on  the  1 6th 
day  of  January,  1897,  or  near  the  close 
of  the  period  of  the  first  great  massacre 
perpetrated  by  the  Turks  upon  her 
race,  the  Armenians.  If  the  epidemic 
of  which  she  died  is  a  direct  result  of 
the  world  v/ar,  the  condition  arising 
from  the  conflict  of  races  of  the  last 
quarter  of  a  century  over-shadov\red 
her  to   the  end. 

When  six  years  of  age  she  became 
a  prey  to  scarlet  fever,  with  a  variety 
of  complications  which  caused  her 
family  to  despair  of  her  life.  A  strong 
constitution  alone  enabled  her  to  sur- 
vive a  disease  v^rhich  seemed  to  have 
done  no  v^-orse  than  leave  her  writh  a 
slightly    defective    hearing. 

She  attended  the  preparatory  de- 
partment of  the  American  College  for 
Girls  in  Constantinople,  finishing  a 
three-year  course  in  one.  After  the 
death  of  her  father  in  1913,  she,  with 
her  m.other,  came  to  this  country, 
whither  the  rest  of  the  family,  three 
brothers  and  a  sister,  had  preceded 
them.       They     left     Constantinople     on 


the  re-'t  to  the  last  ship  sailing  after 
the  outbreak  of  the  great  w^ar,  and  it 
was  mainly  through  her  capable  man- 
agement that  the  exit  from  the  Sultan's 
city  and  the  voyage  to  New  York  were 
succesF-fuIlv    accorpplijhed. 

In  the  fall  of  1914,  immediately  upon 
arrival  in  the  United  States,  Miss  Arpee 
entered  Ohio  University,  c^radua^inc;  in 
1918,  with  the  degree  of  A.  B.  During 
her  four  years'  course  she  left  upon 
teachers  and  fellow-students  alike  the 
impression  of  a  conscientious  student, 
an  original  thinker,  and  a  genuine 
friend.  In  her  Senior  year  she  i'-as  a 
contributor  to  the  Green  and  White 
writing  the  series  of  humorous  and 
critical  articles  under  the  caption  "The 
P^ris-cope."  She  v/as  a  gifted  piano 
player,  and  a  musical  critic  whose  opin- 
ions were  valued  by  her  sister,  teach- 
ing piano  in  the  Col!ep;e  of  Music 
She  was  a  member  of  the  A'lhenian, 
Cresset  and  Choral  Societies,  vice- 
president  of  the  Ovo  Societv.  and  tw^c 
years  eecretary  of  the  French  Club,  and 
served  on  the  Advisory  Board  of  the 
Woman's  League,  besides  tal-irnqr  part 
in  the  activities  of  the  Glee  Club  and 
the   Y.    W.   C.    A. 

In  the  fall  of  1919.  she  was  invited 
to  the  High  School  of  Li'^bon,  Ohio,  to 
take  charge  of  the  department  of 
French  and  Ancient  History,  her  soe- 
cialties.  She  greatly  enjoyed  her  v^ork 
and  never  looked  better  in  her  dife 
than  she  did  on  a  visit  ho^^e  during 
the  Christmas  holidays.  A  brief  nine 
days'  illness  v/ith  the  influenza,  how^- 
ever,  brou<Tht  her  brief  career  to  a 
clo-'e  on  the  2^th  day  of  February, 
1920.  A-riong  her  last  words  to  her 
siVter.  waiting  by  her  bed  side,  were' 
"See!  They  are  ascending  and  de- 
scending." And  .so  wi^h  the  vision  of 
angels  beckoning  her  she  parsed  away. 
Her  body  was  brought  to  Athens  and 
laid  to  rest  in  West  Union  Street  cerre- 
tery  on  the  2  7th  dav  of  February.  "It 
is  not  the  span  of  our  lives  *^hat  co"nts, 

but  the  use  vi/e  out  them  to," not  how 

long  we   have   'ived,    but   how   much.
